CAVALRY FILE OUT 


OF TRAIN. 


Several Men Who Were Held In Chi- 


huahua Prison Are Nearly Naked 


When They Reach Border.

El Paso, 
June 
29.—Twenty-three 
-negro troopers of the 10th cavalry and 
Lem Spillsbury, Mormon scout, cap- 
lured by Mexicans at Carrizal and 
subsequently confined in Chihuahua 
penitentiary, 
were 
brought to the 
border at noon today and a short time 
later were turned over to the Ameri- 
can military authorities. 


Jeered By Mexicans. 
A shout of laughter arose from the 
thousands of Juarez 
Mexicans who 
had gathered to witness the arrival, 
•as the negroes filed from the special 
train. 
The prisoners were dres.=sd 
in th scantiest garb. Some had only 
trousers. 
One wore a shirt, while a 
towel encircled 
his waist. Others 
were decroated with bandages. Spills- 
'bury was dressed in a white duck 
suit. 
He appeared anxious. All the 
troopers were worn and drawn from 
their excursion and all were serious 
save one, who wore a broad smile. 
This one made 
himself 
the im- 
' promptu spokesman of his fellows. 
"We sure are glad to get back," 
he said. 
General Francisco Gonzales, Juprez 
commander, and Andres Garcia, Mex- 
ican consul in El Paso, met the train 
General Gonzales boarded it. A mo- 
ment later he reappeared followed by 
th guard thai had escorted the pris- 
oners from the Chihuahua jail. Trm 
guard, dressed in uniforms of bright 
yellow, pushed back the crowd, form- 
ing a lane through which Spillsbury 
and the troopers marched down the 
railway track. 
They were taken to 
the 
disinfection 
plant 
and 
there 
stripped and treated before being es- 
corted to the commaudancia. 
Troopers are Silent. 


At the commandancia the troopers 
refused to discuss the Carrizal fight 
their imprisonment or their return to 
the border. 
"We are soldiers, not plain citizens," 
they said. "We will have to report to 
our superior 
officers, 
and 
receive 
their instructions." 
Spillsbury was not so uncommuni- 
cative, however. 
He entered a pri- 
vate office of General 
Gonzals 
and 
there gave out a brief interview in 
which he repeated a statement 
lie 
nad been credited 
with making at 
Chihuahua City bv General Travino. 
These statements "were to the effect 
that Captain Boyd, commander of the 
Americans at Carrizal, persisted m 
advancing toward Villa Ahmuda to re- 
cover a negro deserter, after General 
Felix Gomez had warned him to turn 


'• back and after Spillsbury urged him 
to accept this advice. 


Refused Scout's Advice. 
In bis interview SpillBbury declared 
he did not know who fired the first 
shot at Carrizal. 
He said after 
the 
?eo.oncl conference between 
Captain 
Boyd and General Gomez when, he ad- 
vised turning back, Captain Bovd 
faid: 
"I am the commander and it is for 
you to obey." 


Tension Is Relaxed. 
Washington,. June 29. — Release of 
American troopers at Carrizal has

FEW DEVELOPMENTS 


Admits Registering from Sauk City to 


Avoid Non-Resident Dues at 


Wisconsin University,

• Waukegan, June 29.—Will H. Orpet, 
whose cross-examination was resumed 
by Attorney David R. Joslyn today, 
admitted he registered at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin a-s from Sauk City, 
Wisconsin, in order to avoid non-resi- 
dent dues, which he considered exces- 
sive.

He 
called him "Sir" and was ready to ex- 
cuse himself of stupidity when drool 
did no-; comprehend a question, or the 
attorney misinterpreted an answer 
Mr. Joslyn was

J. Carun, an investigator, employed 
by tne defense, after court last night. 
I haven't talked with him for sev- 
eral weeks, outside of court," replied 
the witness.

-Mr. Joslyn asserted 
that Orpet u-pon arrival at Milwaukee 
could have taken another

minutes. Orpet 
was unable to answer just how long- 
he was in Milwaukee—it might have 
been thirty minutes, or an hour. He 
could not recollect after four months, 
he saiu. He went to a movie theater 
there. He did not know that he 
could have caught an earlier train.

Many railroad men and others with ex- 
perience in Mexico have offered their 
services, but it was pointed out at 
headquarters that need for civilians is 
limited.

Measure Is Stripped of Both House

House the conference report on tha 
Hay resolution, authorizing the presi- 
dent to draft into federal service all 
national guardsmen taking the pre- 
scribed oath. 


Approval was voted by the house

As finally - agreed upon, 


the resolution is strloixid of both the 
house provision !'or Kiuimual relief for 
dependence of 
gunnlsman, and the 


senate amendment nut.hi^ing the re- 
lease of members of the guard having 
families .without means of support. 
Transferring guardsmen to the fed- 
eral service win make them available 
for any service, 
like 
regulars, and 
they will be taken over "tor the par- 
iod of the emergency." Any who fail 
to take the new oath will retain their 
national 
guard 
status and will be 
available for border defense service. 
Passage of the resolution will facili- 
tate troop movements to i.he border, 
as one oC -the objects la to make pcs- 
Bible the consolidation of partially 
completed units for immediate trans- 
portation.

AMERICAN DEMANDS 


ON AUSTRIA CAUSE 


A STIR AT CAPITAL 


Speculation is Rife As to Manner in 


Which Vienna Government Will 


Meet Note on Petrollte's 


Sinking. 


"Washington, 
June 
29.—Austria's 


probable reply to the United States' 
demands for reparation for the Aus- 
trian submarine attack on the Ameri- 
can . tank steamer Petrolite, was the 
subject of considerable comment here 
today. The text of the new American 
note dispatched to Vienna eight days 
ago, 
was made made public by ihe 
state department yesterday. 
To satisfy the United States, the 
communication makes it plain that the 
Austrian government must promptly 
apologize for the attack, punish the 
submarine commander, and pay indem- 
nity. It describes the act as a delib- 
erate insult to the flag of the United 
States and an invasion of the rights of 
American citizens. 
The attack 
oc- 
curred In the 
Mediterranean Decem- 
ber 6. 
The note flatly contradicts Austria's 
claims that the Petrolite captain^yol- 
untarily gave up supplies taken from 
the steamer by the submarine com- 
mander; that warning shots were flred 
across the vessel's 
bow before she 
was shelled, and that her appearance 
was such as to justify the submarine 
commander in mistaking her for a 
cruiser.

Notification thnt Carranza had or- 
dered the surrender to American mili- 
tary authorities of the negro troopers,

pressure of military preparation. 


The opinion was widespread that 
the release of the prisoners had not 
altered the basic reasons for mobiliza-

Supplies were being assembled at 
Brownsville, Laredo, Eagle Pass and 
other points on the border, where the

Want Guns Returned.

AUSTRIANS BOMBARD 


ITALIAN EAST COAST 


Torpedo Boats Blow Up Freight Train 


and Damage Factory—Bring Down 


Hydroaeroplane Advancing 


on Trlest.

Berlin, -June 29.—The following re- 
port from the Austrian admiralty, is- 
sued on June 24, was received here 
today: 
"Austro-Hungarian torpedo boats on 
the morning of June 23, shelled a fac- 
tory and a freight train in motion on 
the Italian east coast. The locomo- 
tive blew up, four freight cars were 
set on fire, and several others dam- 
aged. 
"On the evening of June 23, the bat- 
tleship Lieutenant 
Bohnfield, 
shot 
down, eight minutes after it rose over 
the water, a hydro-aeroplane, which 
was advancing to attack TrieiBt. The 
Italian observer was killed and the 
French pilot captured." 
The fighting on the western front 
attained proportions of considerable 
violence at several- points yesterday 
and last night, the 
war 
office an- 
nounced today, but 
attacks of the 
British and 'French were repulsed ev- 
erywhere. 


Take Austrians Captive. 
Petrograd, June 29.—Russian troops 
fighting in Volhynia and Gallcia, yes- 
terday took prisoners of 221 officers 
and 10,285 men, says the official state- 
ment today. 


Germans Again- Repulsed. 
Paris, June 29.—After a violent 
bombardment which lasted the entire 
day, 
the Germans attacked the French 
positions northwest of Thiaumont in 
the Verdun sector, but were repulsed 
with heavy losses, according to the 
official statement issued -by the war 
office today. The French machine and 
curtain fire is decla/ed to have devas- 
tated the attackers.

State Board Orders Sterilization Op- 


erations on Women at Home 


for Feeble Minded.

Portland, Ore., June 29.—From .Mon- 
tana to the Pacific Ocean there' has 
ansei: during recent months a Je- 
mend, persistent and serious, that tl-.e 
mouth of the area test river on Pacific 
S^nnA?1 America, the entrance to the 
2pO,000 square miles of American lor- 
ritorv. known as the Columbia Basin 
and the Inland Empire, receive govern- 
mental recognition hy the establish- 
ment there of a naval base of the first 
class, .with adequate fortifications to 
protect this investment. 


The acorn from which this mighty 
oak of sentiment has grown is known 
as the Columbia Naval Committpp 
In January. F. C. Harley and Wal- 
lace R. Struble started the movement 
in Astoria. 


The necessity for tho naval bnse 
was an easy matter to prove. Th« 
Pacific • coast is so' helpless at this 
moment that our military experts say 
that in r,ise of an 'invasion the' first 
stand American troops could make 
would be in tho Bear River Valley In 
Utah. That moans tho evacuation uf 
the Pacific Northwest. 


Ouv naval hasp at. Bremerton is en- 
tirely unprotected from a flank or rear 
attack so long as there is no ade- 
quate defense at the- mouth of tiip 
Columbia, imhermcrp, it is localed 
132 miles from the ocean and its en- 
trance is dominated hv territory of 
the greatest sea power in the world. 
Strategically, the mouth of the Co- 
mmtiia is the key to 1he northwest.

AS TROOPS ENTRAIN 


Janesville Agents Given Orders to Ac- 
. cept No More Freight for Points 


In Eastern States.
